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ACCIDENTS AT WORTH. 

A crowd of flattering proportion was out 
to Worth yesterday, in fact, it was one of 
the largest Monday attendances in the his- 
tory of the course. What otherwise would 
have been an excellent afternoon’s sport was 
marred by mishaps to Don Domo and Golden 
Rule, both heavily backed favorites in their 
respective races. The leading feature of the 
card was the Evergreen Stakes, a flve fur- 
longs dash for two-year-olds with $1,500 
added. Of the six scheduled to start, all 
dodged the issue but Don Domo, Patsy 
Brown and Jerrj- Lynch, the latter two be- 
ing coupled in the betting as the F. T. 
W”ood entry. Don Domo on the strength of 
his splendid form at Worth w’as regarded 
as almost a moral by the talent and was 
well backed at 1 to 2. To a good start Patsy 
Brown, closely attended by Jerry Lynch, 
went to the front, but just after the barrier 
arose Don Domo crossed his legs and fell, 
throwing his jockey. When he got to his 
feet the bridle got tangled up under his 
right fore arm and he ran away for six fur- 
longs before he was stopped. Patsy Brown 
and Jerry Lynch cantered over the course 
in close company, the former winning on 
sufferance by a head. The stake was worth 
$1,640 to the winner. 

In the fifth race, a free handicap at seven 
furlongrs for three-year-olds and upw’ard. 
Golden Rule, the even money favorite and 
hea\ily backed, wheeled when the barrier 
went up and refused to move being left 
standing still. To a somewhat poor start 
Autumn Leaves dashed to the front and 
opening up a big gap while running down the 
backstretch appeared to have the race well 
in hand, but just after turning for home 
she began to bear out and despite Robbins’ 
efforts to keep her straight kept sidling to- 
ward the outside rail. In the last sixteenth 
Dr. Stephens, under a powerful ride, gradu- 
ally wore her dowm reaching the wire just 
by a half length. Autumn Leaves beating 
Uranium four and a half for second place. 
The seven furlongs w^as negotiated in l:26g, 
which is within three-flfths of a second of 
the track record. 

The day’s opener, a five-furlongs dash 
for two-year-olds, was regarded by al- 
most all present as a foregone conclusion 
for Lady Free Knight. She was made an 
11 to 10 favorite and certainly won as the 
odds indicated she should. Off well in her 
stride, she dashed to the front and opened 
a gap of three lengths. In the last sixteenth 
Henry eased her up, winning by one length 
from Ed Guinzburg, which beat Belle Juan 
one for second place. Ed Guinzburg ran in 
improved form, coming with a rush at the 
end and easily wearing dowm the tiring 
Belle Juan. The latter showed speed and 
bears watching hereafter. Elie, well thought 
of by a wise few, ran a somewhat dull race 
Jerry Flanigan appears to be of little pres- 
ent account. 

The Forum, on the strength of his last 
good showing, was made a slight favorite 
over Automaton in the second race, a sprint 
of six furlongs for three-year-olds and up- 
ward, and rewarded the confidence placed in 
bim by winning in handy fashion. Off well 
in his stride to a poor start, he ran Optional 
into submission in the first five furlongs and 
then came away easily, winning by one 
length from Automaton, which beat Op- 
tional the same distance for second place. 
Automaton finished going fast and had little 






trouble in wearing down Optional in the 
closing strides. Theory', as usual, showed 
speed, and as usual tired fast when the 
pinch came. 

The third race, a dash of once around the 
track, for three-year-olds, brought a field of 
nine to the post. Our Bessie was made the 
favorite, being held at 3 to 1. Irene Mac led 
by a fair margin up to the head of the 
stretch, where Our Bessie and Safeguard 
closed up on her. She tired fast when a fur- 
long out, leaving Our Bessie and Safe- 
guard to fight it out, the former winning by 
one length, with Irene Mac an indifferent 
third. Pirate and Memphian showed some 
early speed. 

The last race of the day, a dash of one mile 
and seventy yards for four-year-olds and 
upward, went to Alfred C., which ran an 
impressive race, running the distance in the 
fast time of 1:44, showing much speed 
throughout. He led from start to finish, but 
had to be hustled at the end to stall off 
Baird’s determined challenge. He won by a 
head, Baird finishing three and one-half 
lengths before Frank M. for second place. 
Bluemint, backed from 40 to 10 to 1. ran well 
for about six furlongs. 



THE LATONIA DERBY. 



The Latonia meeting opens Wednesday 
with the Latonia Derby, the magnet relied 
upon to attract a great attendance. Con- 
cerning the probabilities of the race, the 
Cincinnati Commercial-Tribune of Monday 
said: 

“The starters that are figured on are Judge 
Himes, Bad News, Sailor’s Dream, Tancred, 
Gold Bell, Woodlake, Bourbon, Treacy, Mc- 
Gowan, Tom HaU and Dan McKenna. Dots 
Bros, have three in, in First Mason, Novelist 
and Moyle, but it is doubtful if any one of 
the trio will go to the post, as they are not 
ready to go the route. Jim Baker has two 
in Artist and Luigart, and will send one to 
the post, depending on the condition of the 
track. Artist is the one that will do the 
stunt in case the track is heavy. 

“George Bennett has several eligibles, and, 
on the form that Au Revoir showed recently 
at Worth, it would appear that he had a 
royal good chance to land the $8,000. E. Cor- 
rigan has three besides McGowan that could 
go, but it is expected that the son of Riley 
will carry' the green and white sash in the 
Derby'. 

“P. Dunne’s Rampooza has loomed up as 
a possibility' in the last few day's, and he 
may be sent on to set the pace for the Cor- 
rigan entry', if for nothing more. E. W. 
Fitzgerald has Lansdown, a pretty shifty 
son of Russell in his barn that he is unde- 
cided about. Lansdown won several races 
at San Francisco during the winter, but not 
over a route of ground. Gorman & Bauer’s 
Bardolph is going good again, but it is al- 
most out of the question of starting him 
after the let-up he had in training. 

“Rome Respess has a trio of eligibles in 
Bernays, Redcliffe and CoUonade, but it is 
almost a certainty that they will not be 
ready by Wednesday to go the route. The 
fact that Barney Schreiber has asked for 
stable room makes it appear as if he might 
send either Mindora or Lacy Crawford to the 
post. Besides Gbld Bell, Schorr has Rightful 
left, but it is very questionable if that colt 
will be shipped here from the east. It is 
almost a certainty that he will not. T. Mc- 
Dowell, it is expected, will send only one of

his to the post, and it is expected to be 
Bourbon, though he is apparently pointing 
Woodlake for the stake. It can be seen, 
therefore, that Secretary Hopper’s claim for

-possibility of sixteen. With any ten that are 
mentioned as starters it ought to make a 
pretty good race, both from a spectacular 
.and betting standpoint. There does not ap- 
j>ear to be much difference between the en- 
tire lot, though it is more than likely that 



Judge Himes will be the favorite, providing 
that Au Revoir does not start. 

“The Derby fields in the past have been 
small. The number of starters averages a 
little over four for the twenty years. The 
most notable contest w”as when the great 
race mare, Los Angeles, won it after run- 
ning a dead heat with White, and then beat 
the colt in the run-off. The largest field was 
the one in 1893, when Buck McCann beat 
Boundless, -which subsequently won the $50,- 
000 World’s Fair Derby. But five of the 
twenty Derbys were decided on a fast track, 
and it is to be hoped that the percentage 
will be on the right side today.” 

NOTES OF THE TURF. 

Hernando has been given preparation for 
the Hawthorne Handicap, which will be run 
on the opening day of the Chicago Jockey 
Club meeting Saturday next. His -v\*eight is 
119 pounds, and in his w'ork all spring he has 
done all which has been asked of him. On 
Saturday morning he went a mile in com- 
pany with the imported horse Red Comyn, 
and covered the distance in 1;43J. Hernando 
has been backed in the winter books by his 
owner to win this stake. 

Senator ^lorrison, a bay colt three years 
old. by St. Saviour — Fredericka, owned by 
C. R. Ellison, died at Louisville Sunday 
morning of stomach trouble. The colt has 
been sick for a week or more and was sup- 
posed to be getting well. The hot wave 
which set in caused a turn for the -wor.se, 
however, and he died. 

L. V. Bell has sold the crack four-year- old 
Hermis to E. R. Thomas for the reported 
price of $60,000. It is a notable transaction 
and shows that the new’-comer on the turf 
is not disposed to chaffer over the price 
-when he -w’ants a horse. 

C. N. W., Chicago. McChesney’s fastest 
record at a mile was made when as a two- 
year-old, carrying 80 pounds, he -won in l:39i 
at Hawthorne September 2, 1901. 

C. W., Chicago. As Rankin did not start 
he could not be coupled -with Huzzah in the 
betting.

LOCAL TURF GOSSIP. 

Ed Corrigan's string of horses, consisting 
of sixty- five head, arrived at Hawthorne 
from Louisville Sunday night. Jockey J. 
Reiff, who rides for the stable, is expected 
to arrive today. 

J. C. Milam & Co.’s Owenton, which was 
considered a formidable candidate in the 
handicaps to be run on the local tracks this 
.season, has again gone amiss, and was 
blistered last Sunday on one of his front legs. 
His ailment this year is practically the same 
as that which caused his retirement as a 
three-year-old. when his chances of winning 
the American Derby appeared to be as good 
as any of those entered. Should he again 
be a starter in a race, it -will not be until 
late in the fall. 

E. R. Bradley arrived yesterday at Haw- 
thorne from Loui.«;ville with Banana Cream, 
Red Hook, Merry Pioneer, Common Bird 
and five others. 

The horses of Tholl Bros., J. A. Johnson 
and W. A. Maginnis & Co. were shipped 
yesterday to Latonia, where they will be 
raced at the coming meeting. 

W. H. Jackson, owner of Belle Meade, was 
among the visitors at the Worth track yes- 
terday and took keen interest in the racing. 
He stated that at present there are thirty- 
eight weanlings at his place, of w^hich 
eleven only are fillies, and that fifteen of 
the youngsters were sired by the noted stal- 
lion The Commoner. 

Jockey Birkenruth’s ride on Patsy Brown 
in the Evergreen Stakes was condemned by 
nearly all the horse owners at the track, 
and owner Wood was in anything but a 
happy mood after the race. Everyone fully 
expected to see Birkenruth ease Patsy 
Brown up after the mishap to Don Domo and 
permit Jerry Lynch to win, thereby saving 
the maiden allowance for Patsy Brown the 
same as Dominick did when he rode the 
colt in the Admiral Stakes last Thursday. 
But instead of easing the colt up and per- 
mitting Jerry Lynch to win, Birkenruth sat 
down and rode the colt vigorously in the 
last twenty yards, which made him pass 
under the wire first, losing for the colt not 
alone a maiden allowance, but forcing hinp 
to be penalized for being a stake winner. 

Don Domo crossed his legs soon after the 
starter released the barrier and fell, and 
while attempting to arise he stepped on his 
bridle and the reins slipped under his fore 



arms causing him to jump on his quarter 
and cut it with every stride he took in an 
attempt to overhaul the field. In addition 
to cutting his quarter his fore arms were 
considerably bruised from coming in contact 
with the buckle on the bridle reins. Owner 
Newman expressed it as his opinion that it 
would be some time before the horse was 
again in condition to race. 

Golden Rule w’heeled as the barrier was 
released and was left standing at the post 
in the fifth race. He will in future not be 
permitted to start at the Worth track on 
account of his actions at the post.
